During the official year since the last Annual General Meeting 109 Fellows, 195 Associates, and 476 
Licentiates have been admitted, as against 81 Fellows, 141 Associates,and 18 Licentiates in the previous year. 
Of the 1,633 Fellows whose names appear in the current Aa/endar, 725, or 44 per cent., were elected 
from the Associate Class ; 332, or 20 per cent., were elected from the Licentiate Class after examination ; 
217, or 14 per cent., were elected without examination, under the conditions which existed before the 
grant of the Charter of 1909; 191, or 12 per cent., were admitted under the Charter of 1925 ; 73, or 4 per 
cent., were elected under Section IV, Clause C (ii) of the Charter of 1925 ; and 95, or 6 per cent., were 
elected by the Council under the powers contained in Clause 2 of the Charter of 1909. Of the 2,706 
members of the Associate Class, 1,830, or 67 per cent., have been elected since the date of the Armistice. 
Of the 2,252 Licentiates gor, or 40 per cent., were admitted under the Charter of 1909, 887, or 40 per 
cent., under the Charter of 1925, and 464, or 20 per cent., under the Bye-Laws of 1930. 
The Allied ‘There are now 30 Allied Societies with 32 branches in Great Britain and Ireland, and 18 
Societies. Allied Societies with 16 branches in the Dominions and Colonies overseas. ‘The member- 
ship of the Allied Societies, as given in the current Ka/endar, has now reached a total of 6,973, including 
3,252 members of the Royal Institute. ‘The membership of the Architectural Association is now 1,756, 
including 741 members of the Royal Institute. The membership of the Association of Architects, 
Surveyors, and Technical Assistants is now 803, including 61 members of the Royal Institute. 
The Allied Societies Conference, which is now composed of 94 representatives of the Societies 
at home and overseas, has held its usual quarterly meetings throughout the year.

Annual The Annual Conference of 1930 was held at Norwich. The organisation was in the hands 

Conferences. of the Norfolk and Norwich Association of Architects. ‘The Conference was favoured by 
the usual fine weather, the programme was a full, varied, and most interesting one, and all 

who attended the various functions were deeply indebted to the local members, and notably to Mr. 

Stanley J. Wearing [F’.], President, and to Mr. Eric W. B. Scott [F.], the Hon. Secretary, for the admirable 

manner in which they carried through the task of organising and managing the programme. 

The Conference of 1931 will be held at Dublin from 17 June to 20 June. ‘The arrangements are in 
the hands of the Royal Institute of the Architects of Ireland. his is the first occasion on which the 
Conference has ever been held overseas, and it is confidently anticipated that a record number of members 
will take advantage of this opportunity of paying a visit to Ireland and enjoying the interesting programme 
which is in course of preparation. 

The Annual ‘The Annual Dinner of 1930 took place on 15 May in the Guildhall, which had been kindly 
Dinner. lent for the purpose by the Court of Common Council of the City of London. A number of 

distinguished guests, including the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs, were present, and the guests 
were given an opportunity of inspecting the Guildhall Art Gallery, Library and Council Chamber. 

The Annual Dinner of 1931 will take place in the Hall of Lincoln’s Inn (by kind permission of the 
Benchers of the Inn) on Thursday, 21 May. 

The scheme prepared by Mr. R.T. Longden [F.], for the establishment of panels of architects 
ee throughout the country to prepare suitable designs for small houses at greatly reduced fees, 

was recommended to the Council by the Special Committee, of which Mr. E. Guy Dawber 
was Chairman and Mr. Longden Hon. Secretary. The Council gave the proposals their approval and 
transmitted them to the Allied Societies for sympathetic consideration. 

The scheme has been put into operation in North Staffordshire and Manchester and the results 
will be watched by the Council with great interest. Other Societies are preparing to follow this lead 
although the details may be varied in particular cases to suit local circumstances. 

. The new Technical and Economic Advisory Council for the Building Industry, which was 
— ena formally inaugurated at the Conference held at the Royal Institute on December 4th, 1930, 
Advisory under the chairmanship of the President, Sir Banister Fletcher, was called into being to

Hon. Arthur Greenwood, the Minister of Health, 
who not only attended and spoke at the inaugural meeting but had previously given a most sympathetic 
hearing to a deputation which waited upon him in the summer. 

The Building The Building Industry Council of Review, upon which the Institute is represented, is 
Industry dealing with the wider question of the rationalisation of the building industry. A very 
Council of valuable interim report was recently issued by the Council of Review which is doing 
epee extremely useful work. 
_ The new Form of Contract has now been agreed by the representatives of the Practice 

naa ien - Standing Committee and the National Federation of Building ‘Trades Employers and has 

received the unanimous approval of the Practice Committee. ‘The Council are now taking 
the necessary action prescribed by the Bye-laws, and it is hoped the document will be available for use 
at an early date. 

During the course of the year arrangements have been satisfactorily completed whereby

The Devel- The revised Bye-laws which incorporated the proposals for the development of the R.I.B.A.., 
ago a approved by the General Body by means of a referendum in 1929, were approved and 


sanctioned by the Privy Council on 2 July 1930, when the hostile petitions submitted b 
the Incorporated Association of Architects and Surveyors and the Institute of Builders were rejected. 

As a consequence, admission to the class of Licentiates was reopened, a large number of applications 
have been received, and many candidates elected. ‘The assistance of the Allied Societies in reporting 
upon the candidates resident and practising in their districts has been invaluable. It is gratifying to 
report that applications are coming in steadily.

Premises. Scott, R.A., Dr. Percy S. Worthington, F.S.A., Mr. H. V. Lanchester, Mr. Robert Atkinson, 
and Mr. Charles H. Holden—were received by the profession and the technical papers with a remarkable 
expression of approval. ‘The conditions for the competition have now been drafted and it is hoped 
that they will be available before this report is published.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ARCHITECTURAL EDUCATION 


Since the last Annual Report the Board have held four meetings, the Officers of the Board have held 
nine meetings, the Examinations Committee, the Schools Committee, and the Prizes and Scholarships 
Committee have held eight, four and two meetings respectively. 

Mr. L. Sylvester Sullivan was re-elected Chairman, Mr. W. H. Ansell (Chairman of the Examina- 
tions Committee), Professor A. E. Richardson (Chairman of the Schools Committee) and Professor 
A. C. Dickie (Chairman of the Prizes and Scholarships Committee) were re-elected Vice-Chairmen, 
and Mr. A. H. Moberly, M.A. Cantab., Hon. Secretary. 

The Development of the Recognised Schools of Architecture.-—The Board again wish to emphasise the 
development of the Recognised Schools of Architecture. ‘The encouragement of these Schools by the 
R.I.B.A. has been continued to the fullest extent during the past year, and it is satisfactory to report that 
there are now fifteen recognised for exemption from the Final and Intermediate Examinations and twelve 
recognised for exemption from the Intermediate Examination only. ‘The number of students in attendance 
totals 1,696.

The R.I.B.A. Maintenance Scholarships.—In August 1930 one R.I.B.A. Maintenance Scholarship 
in Architecture was awarded. 

The renewal for a further year each was also announced of three R.I.B.A. Maintenance Scholarships, 
one R.J.B.A. Fourth and Fifth Years’ Maintenance Scholarship, and the Artists’ General Benevolent 
Institution Scholarship. 

Since the inauguration of the Maintenance Scholarships scheme in 1926 twelve students have been 
enabled to take approved courses at Schools of Architecture recognised for exemption from the R.1.B.A. 
Examinations. 

The Scholarships are of a maximum value of {100 per annum and are intended to enable promising 
students, whose parents or guardians have not the necessary means, to attend an approved course at 
one of the Schools of Architecture recognised for exemption from the R.I.B.A. Examinations. 

During the past year the R.I.B.A. Allied Societies have continued their strong support of the fund. 

The attention of members, particularly in the Home Counties, is drawn to the needs of the fund 
and to the importance of augmenting the capital of the fund. 

Annual Exhibitions of Designs of Students exempted from the Intermediate and Final Examinations.- 
The Exhibitions were held at the R.I.B.A. in October. The drawings were inspected by the Board and 
the exhibitions were then opened to the public. 

The arrangement has been continued whereby a selection of the drawings included in the Exhibitions 
has been sent on a tour of the Recognised Schools of Architecture. 

Architecture in Public and Secondary Schools.—TVhe R.1.B.A. Pamphlet Architecture in Public and 
Secondary Schools has been re-issued and sent to all Public and Secondary Schools. 

The Board have taken further special steps to bring the importance of architecture as a subject of 
general culture to the notice of the Headmasters and Headmistresses throughout the country. 

When requests have been received, arrangements have been made for lectures on architecture to be 
delivered at schools in various districts throughout the country. 
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In this connection the Board have noted with pleasure the sustained activities of the Birmingham 
\rchitectural Association. 

The 1930-1931 competition for the R.I.B.A. Prizes for Public and Secondary Schools was successful. 

For the prize of £2 10s. for an essay, there were twenty-six competitors. The prize was divided 
und £1 10s. was awarded to John C. Garratt, of Quarry Bank High School for Boys, Mossley Hill, Liver- 
ool, for his essay on Lincoln Cathedral, and £1 was awarded to Miss Ruth W. Owen, of Watford Grammar 
school for Girls, for her essay on the College of St. Mary Magdalen, Oxford. 

For the prize of £2 10s. for sketches and scale drawings there were thirty-nine competitors. The 
prize was awarded to S. P. Jewitt, of William Ellis School, Gospel Oak, and W. C. Wilkinson, of Wisbech 
Grammar School, and D. P. Reay, of Wallasey Grammar School, were highly commended. 

The Council, on the recommendation of the Board, have decided to increase the total value of these 
Prizes to {10 10s. 

The Board again wish to tender their thanks to those who have delivered lectures and to the jury 
who examined the work submitted for the prizes. 

Architectural Education Overseas—The Board have taken the steps necessary to put into operation 
the scheme approved by the Council for the co-ordination of architectural education in the Dominions. 

The scheme involves a devolution of the functions of the R.I.B.A. Board of Architectural Education 
upon Dominion Boards of Architectural Education. 

The scheme has been accepted by the Institute of South African Architects and by the Royal 
Australian Institute of Architects, and is now in operation. 

The Royal Architectural Institute of Canada and the New Zealand Institute of Architects still have 
the R.I.B.A. proposals under consideration. 

R.I.B.A. Athens Bursary.—In 1929 the Council, on the recommendation of the Board, instituted a 
Bursary of £100, tenable at the British School at Athens. 

The Bursary is offered annually and is awarded to a member of the teaching staff of a Recognised 
School of Architecture to enable him to visit Athens for the purpose of study and observation. 

The 1930 and first Bursary was awarded to Mr. G. D. Gordon Hake [/’.], Headmaster of the Royal 
West of England Academy School of Architecture, Bristol. On his return from Greece Mr. Hake presented 
a report on his visit and a number of sketches. ‘The report has been deposited in the R.I.B.A. Library. 

The 1931 Bursary has been awarded to Mr. Joseph Addison [A.], Headmaster of the School of 
Architecture, Leeds College of Art. 

Records of Historic Buildings.—The Board, acting in conjunction with the Literature Standing Com- 
mittee, are taking steps to secure a record of buildings measured by members and students. 

Members and students are asked to send particulars of buildings they have measured. 

Special forms may be obtained on application to the Secretary. 

Architectural Students and Experience on Buildings in the Course of Erection.—The Institute of Builders, 
in response to a request from the Council, have furnished a list of builders willing to give facilities to 
architectural students to study building work. 

Architectural Education and the Study of Building Science.—The possibility of instituting scholarships 
tenable at the Building Research Station has been explored, but without satisfactory results. 

Consideration is now being given to the suggestion that selected senior students of Recognised Schools 
might spend a portion of the twelve months’ office experience required in connection with the Associate- 
ship at the Building Research Station.

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It will be recalled that the right to publish the architectural work of the British School at Rome is veste: 
in the R.I.B.A. under the arrangement by which the Council provides the Rome Scholarship in Architecture. 

The Grissell Gold Medal and £50. Abolition of Age Limit.—The Council, on the recommendatio: 
of the Board, have decided that the minimum age limit of 21 years for the Grissell Prize competition shal: 
be abolished and that the competition shall be open to Associates and Students of the R.I.B.A., and 
registered Students of Dominion Allied Societies, who have passed the R.I.B.A. Final or equivalen: 
Examination, or have produced certificates from responsible Architects to the effect that they have reache: 
the required standard, and who have not been in practice for a longer period than ro years. 

The Prizes and Studentships and the R.1.B.A. fournal.—The Board have arranged with the Literatur: 
Standing Committee for an ordinary number of the Journal to serve as a special Prizes number to be 
published annually as soon as possible after the announcement of the award of the Prizes and Studentships, 
and to contain a large number of full page illustrations, the programmes, the criticism of the R.I.B.A 
Critic, etc. A certain number of extra copies will be printed and made available to students for purchase. 

It is hoped in this way to stimulate interest in the competitions and to guide students regarding 
the requirements of the various Prizes. 

The Principles of Illumination and the Training of Architects ——The Board have collaborated with the 
Lighting Education Sub-Committee of the National Illuminating Committee of Great Britain in the 
consideration of this subject. 

The Board have furnished the Lighting Education Sub-Committee with full information regarding 
the steps already being taken by the Recognised Schools of Architecture to deal with this subject. 

The Board understand that the Lighting Education Sub-Committee have under consideration the 
question of drawing up a model lecture syllabus. 

Examination in Professional Practice for Students of Recognised Schools Exempted from the Final 
Examination.—The Council, on the recommendation of the Board, have decided that, in future, Schools 
recognised for exemption from the R.I.B.A. Final Examination shall be allowed to hold the Examination 
in Professional Practice with the other Examinations in the final School year instead of at the R.I.B.A., 
provided that the Examination in Professional Practice is conducted at the Schools in the same way as it 
is at present conducted at the R.I.B.A., 7.e., by senior independent practising architects, and not as part 
of the ordinary School examinations. 

Town Planning in the Final and Special Examinations.—The Council, on the recommendation of the 
Board, have decided to discontinue the acceptance of a paper on the Outline of the History and Practice 
of Town Planning as an alternative to either Iron and Steel Construction, Reinforced Concrete, or Hygiene, 
in the Final and Special Examinations. 

Examinations in Town Planning.—The negotiations for one central examination in Town Planning 
continue between the R.I.B.A., the Town Planning Institute, the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, and 
the Institution of Municipal and County Engineers. 

A Joint Examination Board has been set up, and Dr. Raymond Unwin and Mr. Edward Maufe have 
been appointed as the R.I.B.A. representatives. 

The Intermediate Examination : Scottish Centre-—Arrangements have been made for Edinburgh 
to be a centre for the Intermediate Examination. 

For some time past it has been a centre for the Final and Special Examinations. 

The Final Examination Thesis —Arrangements have been made for the conduct of an Oral Examina- 
tion in Thesis. 

Statement of the Policy and Aims of the Board of Architectural Education.—Consideration is being 
given to the question of the issue of a statement of the policy and aims of the Board. 

Facilities for Architectural Education.—The Board, with a view to assisting the development of the 
facilities for architectural education existing throughout the country, have compiled a list, published in 
the R.I.B.A. Kalendar and Membership Pamphlet, of the Schools of Art and Technical Institutions 
throughout the country with facilities for the instruction of intending architects. The list has been 
drawn up in consultation with the Board of Education, Whitehall, and contains the name of 80 Schools. 
The Board have opened up communication with these Schools and have requested the respective R.I.B.A. 
Allied Societies to do all in their power to assist their development. 
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Copies of the R.I.B.A. Kalendar, and of each issue of the R.I.B.A. JOURNAL, and all educational 
oublications, are sent to the Schools included in the list. 

It is intended annually to invite the Principals of the Schools included in the list to an informal 
-onference at the R.I.B.A., when matters of general interest will be discussed. 

The Pamphlet ““ Membership of the R.I.B.A.’’—The Board wish to call attention to the 1931 issue of 
ihe Pamphlet. 

In addition to full information regarding the Examinations and Membership of the R.I.B.A., the 
pamphlet contains full particulars regarding architectural training, Scholarships available at the Recognised 
Schools of Architecture, etc. Important additions to the pamphlet are maps showing the local distribution 
of facilities available for architectural education in England, Wales, Scotland and Ireland. 

These maps are accompanied by lists of Schools and by a schedule showing the local distribution of 
the facilities. ‘This schedule gives the R.I.B.A. Allied Societies and their provinces, and states the educa- 
tional facilities available in the area of each Allied Society. 

It will be recalled that the pamphlet is published also as part of the Kalendar. 

The Constitution of the Board of Architectural Education.—The Council, on the recommendation 
of the Board, have decided to invite the Association of Head Mistresses annually to nominate a representa- 
tive to serve on the Board of Architectural Education. 

The Australian Medallion and Travelling Scholarships.—The Board, at the request of the Board of 
Architects of New South Wales, Australia, have undertaken the supervision and direction of the work 
of the holders of the Australian Medallion and Travelling Scholarships. 

The Ralph Knott Memorial Fund of the Architectural Association, London.—The Board are co-operating 
with the Council of the Architectural Association in the administration of the Ralph Knott Memorial 
Maintenance Scholarship of £50, tenable at the Architectural Association School of Architecture. 

The Scholarship will be open to applicants all over the country, and the Board will submit a nomination 
annually to the Council of the Architectural Association. 

Testimonies of Study.—During the year ending 28 February 1931, 568 ‘Testimonies of Study have 
been considered and 410 have been approved. 

Registration as Probationer.—During the year ending 28 February 1931, 616 Prcbationers have been 
registered. 

The Intermediate, Final and Special Examinations.—The R.1.B.A. Intermediate Examination has been 
held twice in England. 

The R.I.B.A. Final and Special Examinations have been held twice in England, three times in 
Singapore, three times in Canada, twice in India, twice in Australia, once in Africa, and once in Burma.

Retirement of Mr. Dircks.—During the year Mr. Dircks, who has given 38 years of devoted servicc 
to the Library, retired owing to ill-health. He was presented with an illuminated address containing th« 
names of past and present members of the Literature Committee. 

Appointment of Librarian and Editor.—Mr. E. J. Carter, B.A.Cantab., A.R.I.B.A., was appointed 
Librarian and Editor in Mr. Dircks’ place and commenced work on 3 November 1930. 

R.I.B.A. New Premises—Library Accommodation.—This matter has taken a step further as the recentl\ 
appointed librarian (Mr. Carter) having studied the Literature Committees’ “ Revised schedule of 
minimum accommodation,” which had been sent to the Council in the last Session, drew up a ‘“‘ Memor- 
andum on the Library.”’ ‘This was circulated among the members of the Literature Committee and 
having been approved unanimously was forwarded to the New Premises Committee and the Jury, with 
whom Mr. Carter later had an interview. 

Books on Building Technology.—This section of the Library is being overhauled. 

The Science Committee, at the request of the Literature Committee, have appointed representatives 
who are checking the volumes and noting any lacune which should be filled. 

Alfred Stevens Drawings.—In the Annual Report for 1929 appears the Statement—* It is proposed to 
lend to Provincial Art Galleries, through the Allied Societies the 106 sheets of the Alfred Stevens drawings 
which were recently exhibited in the R.I.B.A. Galleries. Mr. A. 5. G. Butler has made a descriptive 
catalogue.” 

These drawings were during the latter half of 1929 and in 1930 lent to Allied Societies and Art 
Galleries and they are still in circulation. 

Exhibition at Toronto Art Gallery.—At the request of Mr. W. L. Somerville [/’.] of ‘Toronto a collec- 
tion of 22 drawings and 24 photographs of English Architecture were sent on temporary loan to the 
Toronto Art Gallery. 

Library Association.—It was decided that the R.I.B.A. should be a corporate member of this body ; 
the Librarian to represent the R.I.B.A. at any meeting or conference that it might be considered desirable 
to attend. 

Architectural Graphic Records Committee.—This Committee which owed its inception to the Society 
tor the Protection of Ancient Buildings, the Literature Committee having two representatives on it, was 
brought to the notice of the Literature Committee in the previous Session. Several meetings have been 
held by the A.G.R.C. during the past Session (1930-1931) at which the Literature Committee’s represen- 
tatives, Mr. F. H. Mansford and Mr. A. E. Henderson have been present and a report has been issued. 

The matter is still under consideration and the Council of the R.I.B.A. have offered to house and 


maintain the index. ‘The next step, the collection of funds, lies with the Architectural Graphic Records 


Committee. 

Public Lectures in Architecture.—A programme of Public Lectures has been drawn up by a Sub- 
Committee of the Art and Literature Standing Committees. It is proposed that the lectures should be 
held in the Autumn on Saturday afternoons. 
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The sub-committee also, at the request of the secretary, suggested the name of a lecturer for the 
Christmas Holiday Lectures for Boys and Girls which had proved increasingly popular each year. 

Sessional Papers.—The Committee made a number of suggestions for Sessional Papers for the next 

session. 
The Persian Art Exhibition at the R.A.—At the suggestion of the Literature Committee that there 
should be a special lecture at the R.I.B.A. on Persian Art, Dr. Arthur Upham Pope, director of the Exhibi- 
tion, lectured on 15 January on “ Some Features of Persian Architecture.” Dr. Pope’s paper was 
published in the JOURNAL on 7 and 21 February. 

R.I.B.A. Fournal.—A Sub-Committee, appointed to assist the Editor in the consideration of improve- 
ments in the JOURNAL, has held 3 meetings and made an interim report to the Committee. 

Presentations. The Cockerell Donation.—A collection of letters, papers, Royal Academy Lectures 
on Architecture, diplomas and original drawings belonging to Professor C. R. Cockerell, R.A., were 
presented by Mrs. Henry Noel. Several of the early sketches were reproduced in the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL, 
18 October 1930—accompanied by an article “‘ Some early drawings by Professor C. R. Cockerell, 
R.A.” which was contributed by Professor A. E. Richardson. : 

Vitruvius.—The late Frank T. Baggallay’s manuscript and drawings for his translation of Vitruvius 
(never published) presented by Mrs. Baggallay.

Model of the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, Ferusalem.—TVhis model, which had been on exhibition 
in the Library for nearly a year, had been presented on permanent loan by Sir Charles Trevelyan, Bart.

Presentation by Mr. Vernon Crompton [F.].—Mr. Vernon Crompton presented 5 books, all of interest. 
‘T'wo of them, Flaxman’s Compositions for Dante’s Divine Comedy and La Patriarcale Basilica Vaticana 
by Agostini Valentini, were new accessions to the Library. 

Presentation by Mr. Sydney D. Kitson (Hon. Secretary, R.I.B.A.).—Mr. Kitson presented two original 
pencil drawings by the late E. H. New. 

London Survey Society’s Monograph on Cromwell House, Highgate.—A specially bound copy of this 
book was presented by Miss K. Hudson in memory of her brother, E. W. Hudson [A.] 

Sketches by H. E. Wooldridge.—Designs for stained glass, frescoes, etc., by H. E. Wooldridge, formerly 
Slade Professor of Fine Arts, Oxford, were presented by Mrs. Bridges, widow of the late Poet Laureate. 

Letter from Antonio Canova to Cresy.—The flyleaf of Miss Cresy’s copy of ‘‘ The Architectural 
Antiquities of Rome,”’ to which is attached a letter dated 1818 from Antonio Canova giving permission 
to Cresy to measure certain buildings in Rome ; was presented by Mr. Harry Batsford, Hon. Assoc. 

Purchases : The Gwilt Scrap Book.—-A volume compiled by his son, J. S. Gwilt, and called a ‘“‘ Memoir 
of Joseph Gwilt.” 

Drawings of Mantelpieces and Ceilings. Drawings, some signed James Wyatt, and some of the 
sculpture for the mantelpieces signed by Richard Westmacott. 

Cataloguing and Classification.—Work has started on the re-cataloguing of the drawings collec- 
tion to prepare for the move to new premises, and consideration is being made of the best means of 
classifying the books in the library by consultation with librarianship experts and the other architectural

LIBRARY STATISTICS. 

9,466 readers signed the Library Attendance Register during the year, an increase of 17 per cent. on 192 

9,770 books were issued on loan (including reissues), an increase of 112 per cent. on the 1925 figures. 

1,215 of the books issued on loan were sent by post, an increase of 105 per cent. on 1925 

201 Library tickets were issued to readers not Members of the Institute. 

The total number of works added to the Library during the twelve months ending 31 March of the present year, exclusive of 
periodicals, reports and transactions of Societies, many of which are bound, was 306 volumes and 116 pamphlets ; of this number 
109 volumes and 68 pamphlets were presented, and 35 of these volumes and 15 of the pamphlets were added to the Loan Library. 

Works purchased number 197 volumes and 48 pamphlets, of which 37 volumes were added to the Loan Library. 

It will be noted that the percentage increase in readers who actually visited the Library during the year does not show as 


great an increase as might be expected. This is due to the increasing use of the telephone, by means of which mi any enquiries 


are made. 
The year 1925 is shown for comparison as being the year of amalgamation with the Society of Architects.

Conference on Specifications.—The following members were re-appointed to serve on the Conference 
on Specifications :—Captain A. Seymour Reeves, Mr. J. Alan Slater, Mr. Edward Unwin and Mr. 
Charles Woodward. 

The Conference is continuing its deliberations. 

Local Authorities and Private Bills.—Certain Local Authorities and Private Bills have been reported 
upon to the Committee and the points to which attention has been drawn have been referred to the 
appropriate Committees or Allied Societies concerned for local action. 

Professional Conduct and Practice.—Vhe Committee have just heard from the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies that he has given due consideration to the representations made by the Council regarding 
the operation of the Singapore Architects’ Ordinance, 1926, in so far as the Code of Professional Practice 
is concerned and he has adopted some of the suggestions put forward by the Council on the recommenda- 
tion of the Practice Standing Committee. 

The Committee have dealt with a number of complaints regarding breaches of the Code of Professional 
Practice and where necessary have made suitable recommendations to the Council for their consideration. 

The most common form of unprofessional practice seems to be concerned with advertising or other 
breaches of Clause 3 of the Code. On the recommendation of the Committee the Council have 
strengthened this clause by amending the first paragraph to read as follows : 

** An Architect must not advertise nor offer his services by means of circulars or otherwise.”’ 

Scale of Professional Charges.—The revised Scale of Professional Charges was duly considered and 
approved by the Practice Committee and subsequently submitted to the Council for approval. The 
Council, in accordance with the terms of Bye-law 38, invited comments and criticisms from members 
upon the revised document and these are at present under consideration by the Special Committee which 
drew up the new Scale. 

Many questions regarding the interpretation of the present Scale have been dealt with by the Com- 
mittee or by its Officers. Many requests for information upon questions of professional practice, 
procedure and charges, etc., are such as do not need to be considered by the full Committee but are 
dealt with by the Hon. Secretaries and it is a matter for gratification that the Services of the Committee 
and its Officers are so fully utilised by members. 

New Form of Contract.—The informal discussions between representatives of the Committee and 
representatives of the National Federation of Building ‘Trades Employers, referred to in the last Report 
of the Committee, were continued with the result that a new Form of Contract was provisionally agreed 
by them. ‘This new Form was subsequently approved by the Practice Standing Committee and the 
Council are now taking the steps required under Bye-law 38 before giving it their final approval. 

Architectural Copyright.—With the authority of the Council, the Committee have obtained Counsel’s 
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Opinion on certain points in connection with Architectural copyright which do not appear to have been 
covered by the Opinions previously received from Counsel. ‘The Opinion, which is of considerable 
interest to architects, will no doubt be published in the JouRNAL at an early date. 

Standard Form of Agreement between Architect and Client.—In response to a widely expressed demand 
both from members and from Local Authorities, one of the Hon. Secretaries of the Committee, Mr. 
Watson, has prepared a draft Standard Form of Agreement for use between Architect and Client. ‘This 
draft form has been approved by the Committee and recommended to the Council for publication. 

Specification of Proprietary Articles by Architects—Representations were made by the National 
Federation of Master Painters and Decorators regarding the growing practice by Architects of specifying 
proprietary materials for use in decorating and painting contracts and the difficulties which arise there- 
from, due very largely from the specification of unsuitable materials selected without consultation with 
the decorator. A small Sub-Committee was appointed to confer with representatives of the National 
Federation and their report has been considered by the Practice Committee, who are making the appro- 
priate recommendations to the Council. 

Architectural Competitions.—The Council referred for the joint consideration of the Practice and 
Competitions Committees certain questions arising in connection with the position and duties of 
Assessors in architectural competitions. The two Committees have submitted joint recommendations 
for the amendment of the R.I.B.A. Regulations which are at present under consideration by the Council. 

Architects and Advertisements by Contractors and Sub-Contractors.—The Committee have given 
further consideration to the question of advertisements of Contractors and Sub-Contractors which are 
published in connection with descriptions of particular buildings in the daily and other newspapers. 
The Committee desire to point out to members that their names are sometimes used in an attempt by 
the publishers to bring unfair pressure to bear upon Contractors and Sub-Contractors to take up adver- 
tising space and they are requested to do everything in their power to discourage this practice. 

Architects and Builders’ Discounts.—The Committee have given consideration to the question of 
discounts upon goods which are not ordered direct by the builder. ‘The Committee have expressed the 
view that the architect is entitled to obtain the utmost possible discount for the benefit of his client pro- 
viding that the discount is disclosed to the client and that the person giving the discount is required to 
state on all pertinent documents that it has been so allowed, the amount being stated explicitly.

Building Research Station. Quarterly Visits of Sub-Committee.—By special arrangements with thx 
Director, quarterly visits of a Sub-Committee have been arranged and two visits have already bee: 
made. Short reports and Station bibliography of the research work examined have been published in 
the JOURNAL. A few more members, who are not members of the Science Committee, could, withou 
inconvenience to the Station, join in these visits, and those wishing to do so should communicate wit! 
the Secretary. 

Post-Graduate Research.— The question of post-graduate work for young qualified architects at th 
Station, either with or without financial assistance, is being given earnest consideration, with a vie. 
gradually to building up a greater proportion of architects who will by such a course be equipped with 
a basic knowledge of up-to-date methods of general scientific building research. At the moment there 
are no Institute funds which can be allocated to this purpose, but members might bear the opportunit, 
in mind when considering or dealing with possible new donations for architectural training purposes. 

‘The work of the Building Research Station bifurcates primarily into the main channels of Research 
and Intelligence. ‘The former splits up into three sub-channels of research—namely, Building Methods. 
Properties of Materials, and Efficiency of Buildings. ‘The latter is divided into collection and distri- 
bution of world-wide published literature, investigation of failures, information bureau on special points 
and publications covering the work. ‘These sub-divisions provide the data for the development ot 
standard tests, and the whole aims at an eventual Science of Building of incalculable value to the country 
generally. 

Many publications of the Department have been reviewed in the JOURNAL, as well as notes of special 
investigations on important matters of detail which have been dealt with by the Station Information Bureau. 

New members should bear in mind the value of obtaining advice from the Station on many building 
difficulties with which they may personally be confronted, and not hesitate to apply for it. 

A letter on the work of the Special Steel Structures Research Committee organised by the Depart- 
ment was published in the JOURNAL. 

British Engineering Standards Association.—The formation of an Iron and Steel Industry Committee 
has been arranged, and it is hoped its labours will react on architectural practice to eliminate considerable 
difficulties inherent in the somewhat individualistic present organisation of the industry. 

Many proposals for new Standard Specifications have been and are under review.

Suggestions from members on any of the subjects under discussion or otherwise will be carefully 
considered by the Committee, and, if approved, forwarded to the British Engineering Standards Association. 

Planning of Telephone Services.—The General Post Office requested the Committee’s observations 
m their draft booklet. It was carefully considered and the suggestions made by a Sub-Committee were 
confirmed and have been accepted by the G.P.O. 

Effects of Frost on Plumbing.—The Report of the Sub-Committee appointed to consider this matter 
has been printed in the JOURNAL and reprinted for sale at 3d. per copy. Gratifying press notices and 
sales have resulted, and every effort is still being made to bring it to the notice of the general public by 
means of further press notices and exhibitions for sale on suitable occasions. Members generally might 
consider bringing the Report to the notice of their clients. ‘The total number of copies distributed to 
date is 1,881. 

Coal Gas Poisoning.—An Allied Society submitted a carefully considered report suggesting that 
further safeguards were desirable in connection with the laying and supervising of gas mains and con- 
nections. ‘lhe Committee ascertained that the competent authority had comparatively recently reviewed 
the question and informed the Allied Society that, in their opinion, the time was not opportune for 
pressing for further legislation. 

Library.—Arrangements for periodical revisions of the collections of technical books have been 
made, and the suggestion put forward that the geological side might be strengthened. 

Foint Committee on the Natural Lighting of Schools.—'The Committee have given considered answers 
to a questionnaire submitted by one of the Institute’s representatives for submission to the Joint 
Committee. 

Orientation of Buildings.—A Sub-Committee has been appointed to consider and report on this 
subject, with power to co-opt any specialist collaboration as seemed advisable. Sir Leonard Hill, Mr. 
G. E. Kendall (Board of Education), Mr. H. E. Beckett (Building Research Station), Mr. C. Ernest 
Eleock, and Mr. A. ‘Trystan Edwards have kindly consented to assist at the Sub-Committee’s request. 
It is hoped that a report will be published this year. 

Silent Plumbing.—The Committee are considering whether an investigation into this subject would 
speed up and increase efforts to the very desirable end. ‘The Architectural Acoustics Committee of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research and the Institute of Plumbers have been consulted. 

Smoke Abatement.—The Council have decided, after careful investigation, to support a proposal 
of the National Smoke Abatement Society, submitted through the Institute’s representative, that Section 5 
of the Public Health (Smoke Abatement) Act of 1926 is desirable of amendment so that Bye-laws can 
be made which compel the provision in all new domestic buildings, other than dwelling houses, of 
heating and cooking arrangements and open fires where provided that shall be smokeless in operation. 

Sessional Papers.—Suggestions for future Sessional Papers on matters of scientific interest to members 
have been considered and recommendations made to the Council. 

Fenestration of Modern Urban Buildings.—At the request of the British Daylight Committee of the 
International Commission on Illumination a suggested standard of average fenestration in modern new 
town buildings was prepared and a drawing was printed in the JOURNAL with a request for criticism. 
After consideration of the comments received the drawing was sent to the British Committee. ‘The 
Council’s representative on that Committee has reported that a drawing reproduced from the drawing 
in the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL, slightly altered to embody certain suggestions, and marked in English and 
metric dimensions, has been approved by the British Committee and circulated to the Corresponding 
Daylight Committees of countries represented on the Commission. 

New Premises.—The Committee have suggested the desirability of accommodation in the projected 
new Institute premises for cinematograph exhibitions. 

Finance.—A request from the Finance Committee for suggestions for economies in the administra- 
tion of the Institute as far as such affected the working of the Science Committee has been considered 
and reported upon. 
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Queries and Replies—New members are informed that any queries on matters outside the scope of 
normal text books will be carefully considered on request by members having specialised knowledge 
of the subject and replied to and treated confidentially. 

Science Notes.—Considerable use has been made of the space set aside for such notes in the JOURNAL, 
and all items of general interest brought before the Committee have been reviewed, answered or 
commented upon in the JOURNAL.

General H. Biddulph, Sir Edwin Lutyens, Mr. C. Cowles-Voysey and Mr. E. Vincent Harris have 
resigned from the committee. 

The Committee has felt very deeply the loss of its Chairman, Sir Sefton Brancker, Director of Civil 
Aviation, who was killed in the disaster to the airship Rror at Beauvais on 5 October 1930. From the 
first meeting to the date of his death Sir Sefton spared neither time nor trouble to help on the Committee’s 
work. 

After preliminary exploration of their field of inquiry in the session 1929-1930, the Committee began 
the work of the session 1930-1931 by issuing circular letters and a questionaire to some 600 local authorised 
secretaries of joint town-planning schemes and of R.I.B.A. allied societies, with the dual purpose of 
collecting information about existing and projected aerodromes and of urging the importance of adequate 
architectural and town-planning consideration of aerodrome undertakings. Approximately 230 replies 
were received, including survey particulars of 18 aerodromes or sites therefor. Favourable consideration 
of aerodrome provision was indicated in approximately 70 other cases. ‘The Committee obtained the 
Council’s sanction to give general advice if requested by municipalities engaged in or contemplating 
aerodrome work, and has been in correspondence with several municipalities in this respect. 

On behalf of the Committee, the secretary has made two tours of Continental aerodromes and sub- 
mitted reports on the information so obtained ; he also attended the 5th International Air Congress at 
the Hague in September 1930 and delivered a talk on “* Architecture and Aerodromes,” which was broad- 
cast by all British stations on 22 August 1930. 

The first (interim) report of the Committee on “‘ ‘Town Planning and Aviation ”’ was approved for 
publication by the Council and published in the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL on 7 March 1931. It is intended that 
further reports dealing with the more purely architectural aspects in the lay-out and design and technical 
requirements of aerodrome buildings should follow at an early date. 


REPORT OF THE ARCHITECTS’ AND BUILDERS’ JOINT 
CONSULTATION BOARD 


‘The present members of the Board are :

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The Board was established in 1925, and under its constitution may consider and report upon matters 
vhich may be referred to it, such as questions which create or tend to create friction between the various 
organisations connected with the building industry ; changes of policy ; procedure or methods current 
in the industry ; technical questions affecting the industry, such as the provisions of a properly trained 
personnel and the allocation of classes of work so as to avoid demarcation disputes ; the better selection 
of materials ; and the consideration of Government legislative proposals with special reference to questions 
f production and cost. 


REPORT OF THE ARCHITECTS’ AND OPERATIVES’ JOINT 
CONSULTATION BOARD 


The Board was established in June, 1926, for the purpose of considering and reporting upon matters 
such as craftsmanship, education, apprenticeship, the question of interesting workmen in the design and 
planning of buildings, and upon other questions mutually affecting the interests of architects and building 
operatives (apart from the question of wage rates). 

The Board consists of six architects appointed by the Council of the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, and six representatives of the National Federation of Building ‘Trades Operatives. The architect- 
members are Mr. Herbert A. Welch (Chairman), Mr. Henry V. Ashley, Mr. Matthew J. Dawson, Mr. 
G. C. Lawrence, Mr. Sydney Tatchell, and Mr. G. E. S. Streatfeild (Joint Hon. Secretary). The 
representatives of the National Federation of Building ‘Trades Operatives are Mr. Thomas Barron (Vice- 
Chairman), Mr. George Elmer, Mr. G. Hicks, Mr. J. W. Stephenson, Mr. F. Rowland, and Mr. Coppock 
(Joint Hon. Secretary). 

Apprenticeship.—The Board have made considerable progress in their investigations upon the questions 
of apprenticeship and the training of craftsmen. Particulars of the systems in force in this country, in 
the chief European countries, and in the United States of America have been obtained and carefully 
annotated, and the Board hope at an early date to submit a comprehensive scheme for consideration at 
a joint meeting with the Architects’ and Builders’ Consultation Board. 

Awards for Craftsmen.—It is hoped to discuss this matter with the Master Builders when the joint 
meeting with the Architects’ and Builders’ Consultation Board is arranged with a view to formulating 
some definite scheme for adoption in this country on the lines of that at present operating in the United 


States.

Competitions dealt with—During the period under review the Committee have dealt with 48 
competitions. 
(1) In 33 cases the conditions have been satisfactory. 
(2) In 7 cases negotiations with promoters have resulted in the amendment of the conditions 
and the competitions have been held with the approval of the R.I.B.A. 
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(3) In 7 cases promoters have refused to amend the conditions and the veto of these competitions 


has been advised. 

(4) In one case an irregular competition was brought to the Committee’s notice too late for 
action to be taken. 

It would be of great advantage to the Institute and assistance to the Committee in their work i! 
members, when they hear that competitions are being promoted, would notify the Institute at once, s: 
that advice can be given to the promoters at the outset and they can be guided on the right lines, so a. 
to ensure a successful result. 

It frequently happens that the Committee hear of competitions too late to allow of negotiations with 
the promoters, when, if it had been possible for them to get into touch with the promoters in the earl: 
stages it would have been a comparatively simple matter to ensure that the conditions were formulated in 
accordance with the R.I.B.A. Regulations. 

Competitions for Town Planning and Improvement Schemes.—Representatives of the Committee have 
been appointed to serve on a joint sub-committee with representatives of the ‘Town Planning Institute 
for the purpose of discussing and considering the whole question of competitions for town planning and 
improvement schemes. 

The Position and Duties of Assessors.—At the request of the Council, the Committee, jointly with 
the Practice Standing Committee, have had under consideration certain questions relating to the position 
and duties of Assessors with a view to the amplification of the R.I.B.A. Regulations, the “ Directions to 
Assessors ’’ and the Code of Professional Practice. ‘The joint recommendations of the two Committees 
are at present under consideration by the Council. 

The Announcement of Competition Awards.—Vhe Council have approved a recommendation of the 
Committee that a clause should be added to the “* Directions.to Assessors ’’ urging Assessors to take all 
possible steps to ensure that the award is communicated to competitors before it is announced in the 
Press. 

Architectural Competitions and the Proposed Revision of the RI.B.A. Scale of Charges.—TVhe Council 
have approved a joint recommendation of the Practice Standing and Competitions Committees that a 
clause should be inserted in the “‘ Directions to Assessors ”’ to the effect that in view of the reduction to 
5 per cent. allowed by the proposed new Scale of Charges for certain types of work, it should be the duty 
of the assessor to state in the conditions of the competition what rate of remuneration under the R.I.B.A. 


Scale shall apply to the contract in each case.

Executive Committee, and Mr. H. G. Griffin, the Secretary of the C.P.R.E. 

Appeals to the Building Trade and the Public for their co-operation in establishing Panel schemes 
and local branches of the C.P.R.E. where none exist at present —were drafted, and copies of these are also 
available on application. 

The Council have approved the Committee’s recommendations, and have decided to send the scheme 
forward to the Allied Societies for their comments and adoption.

In July 1930 this Committee obtained the consent of the Council to confer with other bodies interested 
in the reform of the London Building Acts. 
Conferences were held with :

‘The London Employers’ Association. 
On the 31st July the Minister of Health received a deputation on the Control of Buildings, in which 
this Institute took a leading part. 
It was pointed out that building regulations were out of date, especially in London, and it was recom- 
mended that they should be brought up-to-date and constantly revised. 
‘The Minister undertook to discuss the matter with the London County Council. 
In correspondence which followed the Minister indicated that he would welcome the setting up ot 
an Advisory Council, linking the bodies represented by the deputation. 
On 4th December, at a conference held at the Institute, the Technical and Advisory Council of the

building industry was formed. 

(The proceedings were fully reported in the JOURNAL published in December.) 

The President presided, and the Minister of Health opened the conference with a speech in which 
he welcomed the proposal to form the Advisory Council. 

The work of the Council has been carried on from the Institute, and the work of this Committee has 
been closely associated with it. 

A deputation of the Advisory Council was received by the London County Council on Monday, 
Sth December. 

‘The Institute again took a leading part. 

‘The deputation pointed out the urgent need for reform of the London Building Regulations as set 
out in a report submitted, and asked the London County Council to set up a joint committee to consider 


this report. 
The London County Council have decided to set up a committee to review the Acts consisting of 
twenty members, which will include members of the Council and representatives of the following 


bodies : 

‘Town Planning Institute. 

I.ondon Master Builders’ Association. 

National Federation of Building Trades Operatives. 
London Employers’ Association. 


Metropolitan Boroughs. 
Royal Institute of British Architects. 
Chartered Surveyors Institution. 
Institution of Civil Engineers. 
It will be remembered that this Committee was set up to deal with the reform of the London Building 
Acts, following the reading of a paper by Mr. Austen Hall on “‘ Departmental Stores.” 
‘The Committee have been in communication with the London County Council since its formation in 
April 1920, and have constantly urged the need for reform. 
‘The matter has had much consideration by the London County Council, and some of the Institutes’ 
recommendations have already been adopted. 
The first stage in the reform of the Acts was the passing of the Consolidation of the Building Acts 
Bill, which came into operation in October 1930. 
The way is now clear for reform, and the action taken by the Committee set up by the London County 
Council will be the future concern of this Committee. 
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REPORT OF R.I.B.A. REGISTRATION COMMITTEE 


Early in the Session the Committee sustained a severe loss by the death of Mr. W. Gillbee Scott [F..\, 
a life-long supporter of and worker for the registration movement, whose counsel was greatly valued by 
his colleagues. ‘The vacancy has been filled by the co-option of Lt.-Col. P. A. Hopkins, O.B.E. [F.j, 
the Chairman of the Finance and House Committee. 

The Chairman, Major Harry Barnes [F.] read a paper on “ Registration” before the Edinburgh 
Architectural Association on 4 March 1930, which was printed in the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL and reprinted 
for propaganda purposes. He also contributed another paper entitled ‘‘ ‘The Registration of Architects 
in England ”’ to the Twelfth International Congress of Architects in Budapest last September. 

In the last Report it was stated that the R.I.B.A. Bill was in the hands of Lt.-Col. T. C. R. Moore, 
C.B.E., M.P., awaiting a favourable opportunity to be set down for Second Reading. ‘Though the 
promoters had no luck in the ballot at the beginning of the present Parliamentary Session, Col. Moore was 
successful in getting the Bill set down on the second Order for the day on 7 November last, when he 
handled it so skilfully, with the aid of other supporters, that it was given a Second Reading without a 
Division and was committed to Standing Committee ‘‘A”’ of the House of Commons. As it was second 
on the list for consideration it was not reached until 10 February 1931, on which day the promoters were 
faced with a formidable list of amendments set down on the Order Paper, in the names of a number of 
M.P.s, the main one being a proposal to place the administration of the Act in the hands of an independent 
“Council of Architectural Registration ”’ in place of the Council of the R.I.B.A. 

The first three meetings of the Standing Committee and several intermediate informal conferences 
between representatives of the interested parties, were wholly occupied in discussing this new principle, 
and eventually the promoters found themselves able to accept the proposal for a separate Council, but 
with proportional representation, thereby securing to the R.I.B.A. the measure of authority to which by 
its position it is entitled. 

At the fourth and fifth sittings amendments were put forward to Clause 5 dealing with the qualifica- 
tions for admission to the Register, the chief one aiming at the deletion of the Admission Committee. 
This was successfully resisted by the promoters after conceding other amendments of a minor character. 

The crux of the Bill was reached on the sixth day, when a proposal to do away with the Board 
of Architectural Education to be set up under Clause 7 was defeated, and after the seventh and eighth 
sittings had been adjourned for want of a quorum, the remaining clauses of the Bill were agreed with some 
slight amendments, at the tenth sitting. 

There remained then the Schedules relating to the constitutions of the Council, the Admission Com- 
mittee and the Board of Architectural Education, each of which with a few amendments were agreed after 
two sittings on the eleventh day, 31 March, and the Bill as amended was passed by the Committee and 
reported to the House. 

The Bill has therefore passed the Standing Committee in time for the Report and Third Reading 
Stage on Friday, 17 April, immediately following the reassembling of Parliament after the Easter recess. 

This is the first and probably the last private member’s Bill to reach its Report Stage in the present 
Session of Parliament, when some minor proposals for amendment are to be put forward by the Govern- 
ment. ‘The form in which the Bill left the Standing Committee differs from the original chiefly in that 
its administration is in the hands of a Council other than as originally proposed, whose powers (subject to 
appeal to higher authority in certain cases) include control of the Admission and Discipline Committees. 

This brief synopsis of the result of the Committee’s work during the past Session gives little indication 
of the amount of personal time and effort given to innumerable problems arising almost daily out of 
decisions which had frequently to be made at a moment’s notice by the Member in charge of the Bill, 
Lt.-Col. T. C. R. Moore, C.B.E., M.P., and the Chairman of the R.I.B.A. Registration Committee, 
Major Barnes, in giving effect to the decisions so arrived at and dealing at high pressure with propa- 
ganda and with matters of emergency. ‘These services will be best appreciated by those who have read 
the full report of the proceedings of the Standing Committee published from time to time in the technical 
journals and by the House of Commons. 

The fact that the decisions so made from time to time were afterwards confirmed by the Registration 
Committee, the Council and the Allied Societies’ Conference, is an eloquent testimony to the judgment 
displayed by those concerned in them.

Report on Salaries and Status of the Profession—'The Committee prepared a report on the Salaries 
and Status of the Profession, and this report was approved by the Council. A Scale of Salaries, applicable 
only to members and students of the Institute is included in the report, and the Committee have been 
authorised to communicate with employing bodies, advertising appointments where the salary is inadequate, 
or the conditions of engagement appear to be unsatisfactory, with the object of obtaining terms in accord- 
ance with the Scale. 

Use has been made of this Scale on several occasions, and it is hoped that the status of salaried members 
will be considerably improved when the Scale is generally known and recognised. 

Architects Serving in Borough Surveyors’ or Borough Engineers’ Departments.—'The Committee have 
had their attention drawn on several occasions to the unsatisfactory position of architects working in 
Borough Surveyors’ or Borough Engineers’ Departments. A Sub-Committee has been appointed to 
collect data on the subject and to report to the Main Committee as soon as possible. 

The Committee have also had before them the questions of whole-time Officials engaging in Private 
Practice, Author’s Name on Plans, and Architectural Work carried out by Municipalities, and these and 
other matters are still under consideration.

The draft revised Scale of Charges was sent to members with the Journal for the 20 September 
1930. ‘The comments and criticisms received from members were referred by the Council to the Special 
Committee and they have been carefully considered. Various amendments have been made, and it 
is hoped to forward the revised Scale to the Council at an early date. 

With regard to the question of fees for specialists and consultants, the Association of Consulting 
Engineers have submitted revised proposals for the amendment of their Scale of Charges, and a further 
meeting has been arranged with representatives of the Association to discuss their proposals. 


REPORT OF THE THAMES BRIDGES CONFERENCE 


The Conference has kept closely in touch with all the developments of the Charing Cross Bridge 


proposals. 
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The report presented last year stated that the official scheme for the bridge has been adopted | 
the House of Commons by a large majority. The Bill was thereupon sent to the Private Bills Committ 
under Sir Henry Cautley as Chairman, and was rejected. An Advisory Committee was then set 1 
under the Chairmanship of Sir Leslie Scott, K.C., to consider the whole matter and to present a n« 
scheme to the London County Council. It consisted of 16 members, including a representative of t! 
R.I.B.A. as well as of the public authorities and other interested bodies. Evidence as to the fundameni 
requirements to be met in preparing a new plan was given before the Committee on behalf of 1 
Conference. 

Seventy schemes were received by the Committee and six of them were selected for close co 
sideration. A general statement upon them was laid before the L.C.C. on 3 March, and the Coun 
was informed that the report and plans would be printed and published very shortly.

Control of Elevations —TVhis matter, to which reference was made in the last annual report, has again

received consideration, and further recommendations have been made to the Council. 

‘The Committee have advised the Council to take action in the matter of the Taunton Corporation 
Private Bill to secure control of Elevations. 

Public Action he Committee have advised action being taken by the Council by means of letters 
to the Press with respect to certain matters. 

Plan for London.—Much detailed consideration has been given to the preparation of a Master Plan 
for London, and the Committee are directing their efforts towards bringing about co-ordination of the 
work of the different bodies interested, with a view to making an organised attempt to enlist the support, 
financial and otherwise, of great business interests. 
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The Committee feel that such a plan is specially needed at the present time ; they are directing great 
attention to the whole matter, and have much information in their possession. 

London Squares Preservation.— The Committee have considered the provisions of the London Square 
Preservation Bill. 

Town Planning Conference.—The Committee are considering at present the desirability of organising 
a Town Planning Congress, and it is felt that impetus could be given thereby to the Plan for London 
--ferred to above. 


THE FINANCES OF THE ROYAL INSTITUTE 


‘The Statement of Accounts prepared by the Accountants shows that the financial year ended 
31 December 1930 has been very satisfactory. 

Owing to the delay in receiving the approval of the Privy Council to the revised Bye-laws embodying 
the Development Scheme proposals, the only item of income affected thereby was entrance fees. ‘The 
first subscriptions of the new members who were elected at the close of the year have been credited to 
them for the year 1931 under the provisions of Bye-law 18. 

Exceptional expenditure was necessarily incurred for legal expenses and for the propaganda work 
involved in bringing the scheme into operation. Notwithstanding these facts, a surplus of £1,251 5s. 11d. 
was realised as against {802 ros. 11d. for the previous year—this being £624 more than was estimated. 

It is satisfactory to note that the realised income from Examination Fees is better than was 
anticipated, being over £700 more than the previous vear. 

‘The increase in the income from the Portland Place properties is due to the fact that a full year’s 
rental was received from the occupied premises. A reduced amount will, however, be receivable from 
this source during the current year, as some of the tenancies have expired or will expire before the close of 
the year. Short-term tenancies are being negotiated, where possible, until such time as the premises 
are required for demolition to make way for the new R.I.B.A. premises. 

Schemes for providing the necessary finance for the new premises are under consideration, and will 
be announced to members in due course. 

During the year certain investments in the hands of the Henry Jarvis ‘Trustees have been transferred 
to the Institute, and have been credited to the new Premises Building Fund in accordance with the 
provisions of the will of the late Henry Jarvis, and these investments are shown in the Balance Sheet. 
‘The amount previously provided by the Bequest for Scholarships at the British School at Rome is now 
met by a grant from the ordinary funds. 

In order to increase the value of the present R.I.B.A. headquarters, it has been considered advisable 
to secure the freehold of those portions of the Conduit Street properties not already held by the Institute, 
and negotiations with the City Corporation are now in hand. 

The rough estimate of income and expenditure for the current year attached to the statement of 
accounts is based on the revised constitution and membership of the R.I.B.A. It provides for the 
anticipated increased income from subscriptions and entrance fees, and also for the increased expenditure 
in administration, the JoURNAL, Kalendar, and contributions to Allied Societies.

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REPORT OF THE HONORARY AUDITORS 


We have examined the books and checked them with the Ordinary and Trust Fund Accounts and 
Vouchers for the year 1930, together with various share and scrip certificates and bankers’ verificatio 
and they were found to be in order and to agree with the Statement of Accounts prepared by the Charter: d 
Accountants. 

The Ordinary Income for the year amounted to £38,667 17s. od., as compared with £37,258 17s. 2d. 
for the previous year ; increases in income having occurred in subscriptions and contributions, entrance 
fees, examination and other fees, and amounts received from R.I.B.A. tenants. Decreases occurred in 
surplus from advertisements account and sales of publications—due to the continued general tra 
depression. ‘lhe increase on entrance fees is chiefly due to the re-opening of admission to the Licentiate 


Class towards the close of the year. 

The Ordinary Expenditure for the year—not including cost of Advertisements Department, which 
is shown in the accounts separately —amounted to £37,416 rts. 1d. 

Outlay on premises is reduced as compared with the previous year, chiefly due to adjustment of period 
yavment of rates on the Conduit Street premises. 
pa’ 

Increases have occurred in costs of administration, due chiefly to general propaganda resulting from 
the revised Bye-laws and the necessary increase and re-arrangement of the staff. 

An increase has occurred in expenditure on examinations, and also in Medals and Prizes—the latter 
being due to the biennial award of the Soane Medallion. Contributions to Allied Societies have also 
increased as anticipated by reason of the increasing membership. 

Legal expenses during the year were heavy, and were necessarily incurred in obtaining the approval 
to the revised Bye-laws. 

It is satisfactory to note that the value of ‘Trust Fund Securities at the end of the year had increased 
by about £650 on the same securities for the previous year. 

It seems a fair comment that, bearing in mind the increasing activities undertaken, the Institute can 
be congratulated on a successful financial year. 

We are pleased to express our appreciation of the way in which the accounts are kept, and to thank 
the staff for the courteous and lucid way in which they were presented to us.

VALUATION OF DAMAGE TO ANCIENT LIGHTS. 
17 Victoria Street, 
Westminster. 
8 April 1931. 

To the Editor, JOURNAL R.1.B.A..,- 

DEAR SiR,—It is pleasing to see in your issue of 
4 April three criticisms of the method of valuation sug- 
gested in my article in your issue of 21 March, and I hope 
there will be more, especially by those who previously 
try applying the method to some actual cases. The 
difficulty with anything new is to get people to try it, 
especially where thought is necessary. If valuers will 
apply equation 3 to some cases (which it is very simple 
to do) and find that the results satisfy them as being 
reasonable, they may thereafter study the rational basis 
ot the method. 

l'aking the letters of your correspondents in order, my 
comments are as follow :— 

| had no intention of correcting ‘the published 
history of daylight research ’’; on the contrary I accept 
Mr. John Swarbrick’s history because it bears evidence 
ot careful inquiry and is correct as far as I have checked it. 

If readers will refer to p. 17 of Mr. Swarbrick’s book 
they will find two diagrams prepared by Prof. Robert 
Kerr, while at pp. 110 and 111 will be found two modern 
diagrams. It is suggested that these pairs bear a strong 
resemblance to each other, and that the probable reason 
Kerr’s method did not come into general use was that it 
was too cumbersome and mathematical for a time when 
even engineering science was in a crude state com- 
pared with what it is now. Briefly, Kerr was before his 
time. We are now more used to the application of 
science. 

Mr. Waldram states, ‘“‘ Mr. A. P. Trotter . would, 
[ am sure, be the last to assent to Mr. Ackermann’s 
claim that he ‘ devised the sill ratio in 1896.’ Mr. 
Ackermann probably has in mind either the roof ratio 
or the zenith ratio which Trotter and I devised in 1908.” 
At p. 74 of The Elements of Illuminating Engineering by 
A. P. Trotter, the following will be found: ‘‘ The author 
of this book was consulted on this matter in 1896, and 
suggested that a definite daylight factor could easily be 
determined for any point in a building.’”’ He then 
describes how to determine it. I assume that by “ roof 
ratio’? Mr. Waldram means the same as Trotter does by 
‘ daylight factor.” If so, it is curious that Mr. Waldram 
states that he and Trotter devised this in 1908, when 
‘Trotter, unaided, described it twelve years before. It 
is also remarkable that according to Mr. Waldram : 
The sill ratio was evolved at a meeting in 1913 when 
Dr. Nash, Mr. J. S. Dow and I were measuring daylight 
in a school at Wimbledon.” Now as many readers will 
know, for any particular point the sill ratio is exactly 
double the daylight factor, and the suggestion appears to 
be that it took seventeen years (1896 to 1913) and the 
efforts of three people to multiply by two ! 

My statement that Henry Maréchal plotted isophotal 


diagrams in 1894* is said to be misleading, apparently 
solely because Maréchal used them for artificial illumina- 
tion. It surely needed no genius to plot a similar diagram 
for daylight illumination. An example of a Maréchal 
isophotal diagram is given at p. 182 of Swarbrick’s book. 

I made the statement, ‘“‘ Several others have worked at 
and improved the methods since.”” ‘This I agree may be 
read to mean “* since 1896,”’ but I meant since Prof. Kerr’s 
work in 1865, and for who the “ several others ”’ were, 
please see Swarbrick’s book. But even since 1896 we 
have at least H. B. Molesworth’s book Obstruction to 
Light, published in 1902, and Illumination and its Dis- 
tribution and Measurement by ‘Trotter, published in 1911, 
in which he deals pretty fully with daylight illumination. 
Gaster and Dow state at p. 265 of their book that L. Weber 
was among the first to devise methods of testing daylight 
illumination in schools. His book was published in 
1908. Lastly, we must not overlook the work of Dr. 
J. W. T. Walsh, D.Sc., and his staff at the National 
Physical Laboratory. So much for the historical side 
of the matter. 

Coming to Mr. Waldram’s criticism of my suggested 
method of valuation, he states that it ‘‘ is based upon 
two assumptions which are not proved.” If they were 
proved they would no longer be assumptions. ‘The 
Courts used to be, and still are at times, assisted by the 
angle of 45°, and I find that for an average room and 
ratio of window to floor area, an angle of obstruction of 
45° at the sill is practically equivalent to the room having 
half its area within the o°4 per cent. isophotal line. It is 
my experience that the Courts usually happen not to 
give judgment against a servient owner who leaves all 
rooms with 50 per cent. or more of their area within the 
said line. 

A o°4 per cent. sill ratio is a geometrical fact, and is not 
an intensity of illumination. It may be calculated on the 
assumption that the illumination due to a quarter sphere 
of sky is 5, or 500, or 5,000 foot-candles. ‘These assump- 
tions make no difference to the position of the 0°4 per cent. 
isophotal line, to which I have never objected. What I 
do take exception to are statements which mislead many 
people to think that the average daylight illumination 
between the hours of 9.00 a.m. and 3.00 p.m., taken over a 
year, is 500 foot-candles, when in fact for each of the 
years 1927, 1928, and 1929 that average, as measured at 
the N.P.L., was 1,700 foot-candles. Even if this were 
only 1,500 the illumination at any point on the o°4 per cent. 
line would be three foot-candles and not one foot-candle, 
as it would be if the average were so low as 500 foot- 
candles. As a fact, it was never so low as that even in 
December and January of the three years named, except 
at 9.00 a.m. and 3.00 p.m. At noon in December, 1926, 
it was 850; and in December, 1928 and 1929, at noon 
it was 550 and 780 respectively. Hence it will be seen 
that I claim now, and did in 1929, that 500 foot-candles 
is too low, and not too high as Mr. Waldram states | 
claimed in 1929. But I never referred to a “ legal 


* Mr. Waldram says 1896, which is wrong. 
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minimum ”’ or “ legal standard ”’ of illumination, as I am 
unaware of any law defining such a quantity, any more 
than there is a law in regard to the angle of 45 

The last paragraph of Mr. Waldram’s letter refers to 
‘* calculating the real damage caused.’”’ I am sure all 


readers would be interested to have a full description of 


that calculation. It is what I have attempted to do; if 
anyone has a better method by all means let it be pub- 
lished and used. 

In regard to Mr. Swarbrick’s letter, I notice he does 
not consider my method to be an entirely new one devised 
by myself. Why not? Because I have used the rent 
per square foot per annum as a factor in the method, which 
he also has done! I leave readers to compare my 
method with those of Mr. Swarbrick at pp. 139 and 140 
of his book. 

Mr. Swarbrick refers to “‘ drawing a line through the 
centre of the room.”’ I have never suggested that, but 
have referred to 50 per cent. of the area, which is scarcely 
ever the same thing. (In passing, for \MIodulus of 
Inertia ’’ read ‘“‘ MNloment of Inertia.’’) 

I did give ‘‘ some hypothetical examples,’ but also a 
number of actual cases of rooms to which the method 
has been applied, and since the article went to press 
another actual case has been dealt with in which the 
method gave a result again differing by only 35 per cent. 
from that of the other valuer. 

I agree with Mr. Burnett’s deduction in regard to his 
rooms A and B. Room A had initially 90 per cent. of 
sufficiently lighted area and room B only 50 per cent 
The larger the percentage of the lighted area, the more 
that can be safely obstructed. Room A is left with 50 per 
cent. of lighted area, but room B is left with only 
5/18=27°8 per cent. of lighted area. It is the lighted 
area left which is important. Hence, in my opinion, an 
action would lie in respect to room B only. 

Mr. Burnett, though seeking for something better,

sound reasoning based on expert know- 
ledge.” 
hopelessly different results being given 
and that this would not occur if the suggested method 
were applied. ‘The opinions of the experts could then 
differ practically only on the value of f in equation 3, and 
owing to the limiting values of f, they could not arrive 
at results differing by so much as those named.—Yours 
very truly, A. S. E. ACKERMANN.

Sir,—The question as to whether any given loss of 
light constitutes actionable injury or not is generally 
amenable to the following very simple criterion. If the 
claimant cannot prove that his room would be materially 
worse off than it would be if, having windows properly 
proportioned to its dimensions, it were situated on one 
side of a street 50 feet wide with buildings opposite 
50 feet high, then the chances of his obtaining such 
redress from the Courts as would justify the inevitable 
gost of successful litigation are small. 
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This is not the 45° rule, which, if applied withc ut 
any qualification of distance, can be so misleading t!):t 
the Courts rightly refuse to be bound by it. A diagrim 
illustrating this will be found in the JOURNAL Vol. «2, 
No. 13, May, 1925. ‘The criterion of a continuovis 
obstruction 50 feet high and 50 feet distant can readily '¢ 
applied to any contour plan by drawing a line on section 
from the top of the continuous 50 feet obstruction throuvh 
the top of a window proper to the room and continued 
down to intersect the plane of table height, 2 feet 9 inches 
above the floor. A line drawn on plan through this point 
of intersection parallel with the window wall constitutes 
the “ no-sky line ”’ or limit of penetration of direct light 
over the top of the 50 feet obstruction. ‘The 0.4 per cent. 
cill ratio contour caused by such a continuous obstruction 
is, With normal fenestration, a straight line parallel to and 
about 6 inches in front of the ‘‘ no-sky line.” ‘This 
criterion is particularly useful in cases where the contour 
lines on plan indicating the demarcation between adequacy 
and inadequacy in the light left by an irregular obstruction 
are sharply bent or irregular. 

‘The amount of labour involved in the preparation ot 
contour plans referred to on pp. 375 and 374 of the 
current Journal is often more apparent than real. It will 
be found that intelligent draughtsmen very quickly learn 
to eliminate a great deal of work which experience shows 
to De unnecessary. 

The application of the principles of photographic 
surveying to cases of irregular or intricate skyline as 
proposed by Mr. Swarbrick is a well established expedient. 

Fairly full descriptions of various alternative methods, 
including the use of angular webs on photographs and 
direct photography through angular webs, will be found 
in the L//uminating Engineer, April, May 1923, p. 102. 
A copy of this is in the Library bound up with othe: 
papers on Daylight [llumination. 

Mr. ‘Townend of H.M. Office of Works has devised an 
instrument which measures the daylight factor of any 
aspect, however complicated, by direct observation 
without photography, using an ingenious modification 
of the principle of the Amsler planimeter. 

‘Two ‘Townend instruments are, I believe, being 
constructed at the National Physical Laboratory, Ted- 
dington, for experimental purposes. 

In practice, however, photographic surveys are very 
seldom required. Such essential points as are necessary 
can generally be obtained with an Ordnance map and a 
box sextant, or a quadrant and plumb bob. 

Reference to the book which Mr. Swarbrick mentions 
reveals the interesting fact that in it, as in the current 
issue of the JOURNAL, he now refers to the 0.4 per cent. cill 
ratio contour as the limit of adequate light, or “‘ Line of 
Insufficiency.’ In view of the fact that as recently as 
1929 (JoURNAL R.I.B.A., 23 May 1929) he criticised 
as a “‘ popular fallacy ’’ the presumption that 0.4 per cent. 
cill ratio really represented inadequate light, this con- 
version is welcome. 

Nothing is so conducive to the prolongation of disputes 
as any uncertainty as to the real meaning of well-known 
terms. 
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it is also satisfactory to note that in the same book Mr. 
Swarbrick also adopts the figure of 33.3 per cent. as the 
maximum rental depreciation to be attributed to loss of 
light, as suggested in a paper read before the Surveyors 
Institution on 5 March 1928 on the estimation of 
damage in ancient light disputes. A copy of this paper 
will also be found in the bound volume of papers in the 
Library.—Yours faithtully,

Were an architect in private practice restricted as to 
his library to a single volume he would, I think, be 
justified in rejecting the Bible, ** Wisden’s,”’ ‘‘ Where to 
Live Round London,” and all the other books generally 
chosen by those about to be wrecked on desert islands. 
If he were wise he would, I am sure, choose SPECIFICATION, 
1931. 

Chis latest yearly issue is in no way inferior to the 32 
which have preceded it. 

The special articles which in the earlier days were 
placed at the end of the book are now to be found at the 
beginning, but otherwise the lay-out of the volume 
remains on the old lines. 

In each trade section there are preliminary notes on 
materials and methods of craftsmanship. ‘These are 
suthciently comprehensive to be in themselves valuable 
lessons in building construction, being, by constant 
revision, kept far more in touch with modern practice 
than are many text books. After these follow immediately 
the actual Specification clauses, made clearer to the 
student by the notes I have mentioned. 

‘Yo give a list of the sections would merely be to state 


the extent and variety of modern building methods: 
In all there are twenty-nine, which include not only the 
time honoured principal trades of the specifications of 
our youth, but also special sections on Reinforced Concrete, 
\rchitectural Terra-cotta and Glazed Ware, Fire-resisting 
Constructor, five sections of Engineering, Heating, Ven- 
tilating, Illuminating, Gas and Electrical, and a special 
section on Proprietary Building Materials and Specialities. 

‘The special articles, which have always been an im- 
portant feature of ‘* Specification”’’ are this year on 
Timber Preservation (John Bryan), Speed in Building 
(E. Maxwell Fry), The Architectural Uses of Glass 
(Oliver P. Bernard), Schools (George H1. Widdows), and 
Ice Skating Rinks (Sidney Clough).

Mr. Francis Jones, in reply, said that seldom did laymen 
share the feelings of architects so strongly as Mr. Stanley, and 
if more laymen were like him it would be good for the profes- 
sion. This, he said, was an age of great architectural activity, 
and he referred to the influence of the R.I.B.A. through its 
educational work in training the architects of the future and to 
the Registration Bill which, if successful, he said, would mean 
that ultimately the whole of the architectural work of the 
country would be done by trained men. 

Mr. Duncan Campbell also spoke, referring particularly to 
the affiliation of the North Staffordshire Association and the 
Liverpool Society, and the goodwill existing between the two 
bodies. 

Mr. J. B. Adams said that the Association was still young, 
but the five years of its existence had been full of incident, and 
the Association was so virile that it was difficult to realise its 
youth. Mr. Adams described the scheme designed by Mr. R. T. 
l.ongden, their first president, for the formation of panels of 
architects to assist in the right development of housing work. 
This scheme, first formed by the North Staffordshire Associa- 
tion, had been adopted, he said, by the R.I.B.A. There was, 
the President continued, an important field for architectural 
organisation, and there was evidence that more characterful 
work had resulted in their district since the formation of the 
Association ; he urged members to keep in close and sym- 
pathetic touch with the local authorities, reminding them that 
Stoke-on-Trent was one of the few cities that had taken powers 
to control elevations. Finally Mr. Adams, in acknowledging 
the interest taken in their Association by the R.I.B.A. and the 
Liverpool Society, expressed his thanks for the good wishes 
that had been offered by their distinguished guests. 

The toast of the city of Stoke-on-Trent was proposed by 
Mr. Gordon M. Forsyth, referring to the many generations of 
skilled craftsmanship that had built up the pottery industry. 
The city, Mr. Forsyth said, had made a solid contribution to 
the art of the world. 

The Lord Mayor responded to the toast, referring to the 
need for more housing accommodation in the city. 


ABERDEEN SOCIETY OF ARCHITECTS. 
GENERAL MEETING REPORT. 

Since the last annual meeting four meetings of the Council 
of the Society have been held. 

The Kalendar of the Incorporation of Architects in Scotland 
for 1930-31 was duly issued to Fellows and Associates of the 
Chapter. The Chapter President, Mr. W. L. Duncan, and 
the elected Representative, Mr. Clement George, have attended 
the meetings of the Council of the Incorporation during 
the year and kept the Council in touch with its proceedings. 

The annual convention of the I.A.S. was held in Aberdeen, 
The business meeting was held on 6th June, and the mémbers 
and their friends dined together in the evening. Next day 
the delegates and visitors motored to Midmar Castle and 
Crathie Church, at the former of which facilities had been 
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kindly given by the Factor. The Society entertained the 
delegates and friends to luncheon at the Fife Arms Hotel, 
Bracmar, and the Chapter President very kindly provided 
afternoon tea at Tor-na-coille Hotel, Banchory, on the return 
journey. 
’ A selection of the Incorporation prize drawings was on 
exhibition at the Art Gallery, the Committee and Curator 
of which very kindly afforded facilities for the purpose. The 
Chapter has given approval to the Incorporation proposals 
for making records of old buildings possessing architectural 
merit or antiquarian interest with a view to publication. 
New rules and regulations for the Chapter were drafted 
by the Incorporation and revised by the Chapter Council. 
They are being printed and will be in the hands of members 
at an early date. 

The Chapter Council and President have kept in touch with 


the Royal Institute during the year, and numerous matters of 


general interest to the profession have been the subject of 
correspondence and discussion, including Allied Societies 
conference, transfer of membership, examinations, town 
planning, registration and new school work. Mr. W. L. 
Duncan has been nominated by the Royal Incorporation 
Council as a member of the Royal Institute Council for the 
Session 1931-32. ‘The Licentiate Class of the Royal Institute 
having again been opened, a few members of the Society have 
been admitted to that class, and other applications have 
been approved by the Council. 

The Society made the usual grant for prizes to the Archi- 
tectural Students at Robert Gordon’s Colleges, and this year 
also made a special grant to the Architecture Department. 
Mr. Nicol was again nominated and acted as external examiner 
for the final R.I.B.A. examination. On the nomination of 
the Society at the request of the Governors, Mr. Duncan 
and Mr. Mackinnon were appointed as Examiners in Pro- 
fessional Practice. 

Certain provisions of the draft scheme of the Aberdeen 
Joint Town Planning Scheme having appeared objectionable, 
the Council has lodged formal objections in terms of the Act. 

Following a suggestion made at last annual meeting, Mr. 
T. Scott Sutherland very kindly offered to put a room at his 
office at the disposal of members. 

One new Fellow, Mr. John Milne, has been admitted, and 
one Associate, Mr. G. A. Mitchell, has transferred to the 
Fellowship Section, and five new Students have been admitted 
—Messrs. W. Halkerston, A. H. Mackie, H. Milne, J. 
Morrison and J. M. Watt. 

The present membership is 26 Fellows, 24 Associates and 
20 Students—in all 70—an increase of six over the membership 
of last year.
